2. Claims 11, 26, 28 through 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Sato. 

Sato teaches a medium conveying apparatus including a pressing member 4 
which extends along a length of a conveying roller shaft 2a wherein the pressing 
member presses the shaft a plural locations along the shaft. The surface of 
member 4 contacting the conveying roller shaft 2a constitutes a pressing portion 
of the pressing member. There is also provided at least one force providing 
member comprising spring 3. Further, the pressing member is rotatably support 
about 6 so as to provide a fulcrum. 

3. Claims 27 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 12 through 25 are allowed. 

5. Applicant's arguments filed 26 December 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant has argued that Sato does not disclose the pressing 
member (bearing piece 4) includes at least one pressing portion that provides force to 
the conveying roller shaft via the at least one pressing portion as recited in claim 1 1 . It 
is the examiner's position that the pressing member (bearing piece 4) of Sato does in 
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fact have at least one pressing portion as claimed. The at least one pressing portion of 
Sato is the surface of the pressing member which contacts the surface of the roller shaft 
and it is this contact that provides force to the conveying roller shaft from the pressing 
member.
